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Markedly Conciliatory Note From Mexico 
Gives Hope in Washington That 
Open Hostilities May Be 
Averted on Border. 


"Washington, July 5.—The crisis 
between the United States and 
Mexico virtually came to an end 
today when a friendly and concili- 
atory note from the de facto gov- 
ernment was handed to Secretary 
Iiansing and promptly commnni- 
cated to President Wüson. 


Formal statement of the atti- 
iude of the Washington govern- 
ment must await the president s 
sanction, but there is no douht in 
the minds of the officials that the 
way has been opened for an amic- 
able adjustment of the dispute as 
to the border situation which 
brought the two governments to 
the verge of war. 


Lansing Declines Comment. 


Secretary Lansing himself would make 
no comment 
He gave the impression, 
,however, 
that Gen. 
Carranza's 
sug- 
eestioji that there is no pending ques- 
tion betweeii the governments 
which 
cannot be readily answered by friendly 
negotiation meets with quick sympathy 
ti6re. 


Mr. Lansing is known to share Presi- 
dent Wilson's desire that hostilities be 
averted if there is any possible way to 
safe^ard 
American 
border 
interests 
without a clash with the Carnmza gov- 
ernment. 
The new Mexican communi- 
cation so plainly indicates a similar de- 
sire, that a further interchange of views 
is expected to begin immediately look- 
ing to joint efforts to curb border ban- 
dits and other irresponsible agents that 
have worked to embroil the two gov- 
eniments. 


Complete Change in Tone. 


High officials were much Impressed by 
the complete change in tone shown in 
Gen. Carranza s new note. 
It was de- 
scribed by one as "more than concilia- 
tory." 
There seemed to be no disposi- 
tion to doubht that the United States 
on its side would be willing to arrange 
for the early withdrawal or tiie expe- 
ditionary force from Mexico. 


With more than 150,000 regulars and 
national guardsmen soon to be availa- 
ble for border patrol woric, the neces- 
sity for keeping Gen. PersTiIng's columns 
any great distance beyond the line has 
Weened, according to 
many 
officials. 
Ample forces are at hanci to control the 
situation, even if the Mexican troops 
now assembled in northern IMexico a^e 
unable immediately to guarantee pro- 
tection from raiders. 


In any event, ifc was pointed out, it 
•will be impossible for any considerable 
iorce of bandits to assemiile for an at- 
tack across the line such as the raid on 
Columbus, N. M., if General Carranza 
carried out the promises made in his 
note "to employ all efforts" that may 
be at his disposal to avoid the recur- 
rence of new incidents which may com- 
plicate and aggravate the situation. 


What Arredondo Says, 


Elizo Arrendondo, Mexican ambassa- 
dor designate, had 
this comment 
to 
make: 


"The note speaks for itself. 
It 
is 
thoroughly explanatory and sets forth 


exactly the situation with the United 
States as viewed by the Mexican gov- 
ernment." 


While the communication bears the 
signature of Foreign. Minister Aguilar, it 
is believed at both the embassy and the 
state department it was personally dic- 
tated by Gen. Carranza. 
American offi- 
cials hope the complete absence of dis- 
courteous language 
and 
unwarranted 
chages of bad faith, such as have char- 
acterized the last t'wo Mexican notes, 
indicates that much of the suspicion as 
to the purposes of the Washington gov- 
ernment has been removed from the 
first chief's mind. 


•Favors Direct Negotiations. 


Copies of the note were sent by Mr. 
Arredondo to all embassies and lega- 
tions 
in Washington, particularly 
to 
the Latin-American diplomats, who have 
sought previously to arrange for medi- 
ation of the dispute. 
Heretofore Sec- 
retajy Lansing has made it plain that 
the United States government desired 
no offer of mediation until General Car^i 
ranza's attitude 
and 
intentions -,verii" 
plainly stated, and "the indications are 
that in the event such ofTers are now 
forthcoming, his position will be that 
better results can be accomplished by 
direct 
negotiations. 


Virtual Withdrawal of Order. 


The Mexican note does not make the 
specific explanation of orders given to 
Gen. Trevino sought by Secretary Lan- 
sing's 
last 
communication. 
Genera! 
Carranza was informed that the order 
to attack Gen. Pershing's men if they 
moved east, south or west in Mexico 
was construed here as an act of delib- 
erate hostility. 


The declaration 
that the 
Carranza 
government will seek every means to 
avoid new incidents to aggravate the 
situation is regarded as a virtual with^ 
drawal of the order. 


Is Reply to Two Notes. 


The Mexican note is Carranza'a reply 
to the last two notes sent him by the 
United States government, and it had

Text of New Note from 


Carranza*s Government 


Washington, July 5.—The text of the 
note as transmitted by Elíseo Arredondo, 
the Mexican ambassador designate, fol- 
lows: 


Washington, 
D. 
C., July 
5.—Mr. 
Secretary:—I have the honor to trans- 
mit in continuation the text of a note 
I have just received from my govern- 
ment with instructions to present It 
to your excellency,: 


"'Mr. Secretary:—Referring to the 
notes of June 20 and 25 Ust, I have 
the honor to say to your excellency 
that the immediate release of the Car- 
rizal prisoners was a further, proof of 
the sincerity of the desires of this 
government to reach a satisfactory 
anangement 
of 
present 
difSculties. 
This government is anxious to solve 
the present conflict and it would be 
unjust if its attitude were misintex- 
preted. 


*"It was also the Mexican govern- 
ment that earnestly suggested a plan 
for cantonments along the boundary 
line during the conferences of Ciudad, 
uarei and EI Paso. Th!s government 
disposed now, as it lias 
always 
been, to seek an immediate solution 
of the two points which constitute 
the true causes of the conflict between 
the two countries, to-wit: 
The Amer- 
ican govenunent believes reasonably 
that the insecurity of its friratier is a 
source of difflcnlty and the Mexiean 
government on its part believes that

Both J. C. Waite, 1133 Columbia ave- 
nuci and Edwin Pafi", 1433 Spy Run ave- 
nue, who were in bathing with Miller, 
nearly lost their lives in attempting 
to rescue him. Waite iroing under twice

ai. Miller's suggestion, they went in 
bathing. 
Waite 
and 
Paff 
had been 
B:wimming for some little time, whi!e 
Miller staved along the edge and did 
not venture into the deep water. Final- 
lyy he waded to a sand bar, and was 
standing there when it was proposed 
that preparations be made for return- 
ing home. 
Waite and Paff started to 
swim ashore, thinking Miller would take 
the same course that he had in ^retting 
to the sand bar. 
Instead he ventured 
another way and the current swept 
him into water over his head. He yelled 
for help as he went under the first time 
and Waite and Paff, both of whom being 
inexnerienced swimmers" and were al- 
most exhausted from the short time 
they had been in the water, swam back. 
Waite reached jNIiller first and .grabbed 
him as he .was going down the second 
or third time. 
By this time Paff also 
grabbed the drowning boy and the three 
struggled for some time in an effort to 
6aye him. An effort was made to get 
back to the sand bar, but the current 
was too strong and finally all three 
went under. 
While under the water 
Waite and Paff lost their grip on Mil- 
ler, who was swept on down the river. 
He did not come up again imtil taken 
from the

Waite and Paff succeeded in getting 
to shore and ran to a nearby hay field, 
where Ralph Pettit 
and 
John Bleke 
were working. 
They told them wliat 
had taken place. Bleke stopped an in- 
coming car on the park line and asked 
the crew to notify the police and sher- 
iff upon 
reaching 
the 
city. 
Sheriff 
Gladieux and Deputy Sheriff Mills hur- 
ried to the spot with grappling hooks 
and were later joined by Officers An- 
drews and .Tames Smith with the po- 
lice boat. Three or four hours later the 
bod.v was recovered some little distance 
from where he had gone down and was 
removed 
to 
Sehone & Ankenbruck's 
morgue. 


^filler had lived in Fort Wayne about 
a year, boarding with his cousin, Ed- 
win Paff, 1433 Spy Run a%'enue. 
For 
several months he was employed in the 
machine shop of the Fort W.ayne Elec- 
tric works, but recentl.y had taken em- 
ployment in the machine shop of the 
Wayne Oil Tank and Pump company. 
He was a son of Adrian ^filler, resid- 
ing near Hicksville, Ohio, and is sur- 
vived by his parents and two younger 
brothers, Wellington and Harold.

Rain Impedes Drive. 


The phenomenal rain storm whioh 
swept over the w^ole terrain has| im- 
peded to a certain measure^the AnglOf^ 
French offensive on the Somme. Nev- 
ertheless, the French continue to push 
ahead south of the river, making use- 
ful gains betwe^ Flaucourt and Ea^. 
trees, including the strongly fortified 
village of Belloy and the woods be- 
tween Assevillers 
and Barlux, 
thus 
strengthening and straightening their 
line and bringing nearer the capture 
of Peronne, which now is separated 
from the French advanced po^t at 
Flaucourt only by a narrow bare pla- 
teau bordering the Somme above Bl- 
anche and reaching its highest point 
97 metres, at the toamiet of Lamas- 
sonette. 


This is a logical move, since as a re-- 
suit of the progress of the past,three 
days the depot at Peronne, of the rail- 
road connecting 
Chaulnes, 
Roye and 
Cambra, is now under the fire of French 
guns, as is 
the 
depot 
at Chaulnes, 
where the Paris, Cambrai and Tergnier- 
Amiens railroads cross. 
Such an offen- 
sive will be a serious menace to the 
Germans and likely to have the addi- 
tional advantage of relieving pressure 
upon the 
British 
against 
whom the 
Geiroans continue to direct the bulk of 
their forces. 


Verdun, the keystone of the whole 
front, continues to play successfully 
the thankless role of holding and wast- 
ing the greatest concentration of the 
German force. 
While General Foch's 
army is 
making 
its 
attack 
on the 
Somme, fighting on the cast bank of 
the Meuse has been revived with some- 
thing of its 
old 
fury. Tuesday the 
Germans 
succeeded in capturing 
the 
Thiaumont works for the fourth time, 
but the French believe that this is not 
likely to prove of any more advantage 
than before, since they hold all ap- 
proaches and th© work itself is swept 
by the guns of Froide, Terre and Belle- 
ville. 


The advance reported indicates that 
the French are moving eastward along 
the north bank of the Somme river in 
their movement toward Peronne, in the 
combined Anglo-French offensive in Pi- 
cardy. Clery, the most advanced point 
mentioned is four 
and 
a half miles 
northwest of Peronne. 


THROUGHOUT THE NIGHT. 


Heavy Fighting Continues In Anere 
and Sommo Region. 


London,

"Heavy fighting continued throughout 
the night in the neighborhood of the 
Ancre and the Somme," eays an ofll- 
clal statement timed 1 p. m., which 
was given out here today. "We made 
further progress at certain important 
points." 


A Reuter dispatch from the western 
front says the Germans made a coun- 
ter attack on the new British posi- 
tions at Thlepval after a heavy bom- 
bardment but were easily repulsed. 
Prisoners are quoted as having stated 
that German units are being rushed 
to the Somme front from as far as 
Verdun to the east and Lens to the 
north. 


According to this dispatch a Ger- 
man officer who surrendered 150 men 
In a body said he thought they would 
be of more use alive In Gcrmaoy after 
the war than dead. 


SAY LOSSES ARE SMALL. 


Astonishing Feature Shown Thus Far in 
Picardy Battle. 


Paris, July 5 ^ ( 5 : 3 5 a. m.)—The as- 
tonishing feature of the Picardy battle 
so far as the French are concerned is 
the small loss incurred. 
Reports thus 
far received show that one army corps 
which took a prominent part in the 
fighting lost just 800 men. 
The regi- 
ments which took Flaucourt did not lo.se 
a single man. 
All the wounded who 
have been brought to Paris hospitals 
speak of this extraordinary immunity. 


"AVhat pleasantly surprised us," said 
one, was the few losses. 
When we 
climbed out of the trenches we expected 
to walk into a hail of bullets. 
Well, I 
covered a mile and a quarter without 
hearing one whistle past. 
It was when 
we entered the enemy's lines that a 
mauser bullet struck ray arm. 
Few of 
my comrades were hit. 


"The Germans literally had been pul- 
verized by our bombardment. 
Those 
who were 
still alive in 
underground 
shelters came out at our approach and 
quietly surrendered. 


"The six day preparatory shelling was 
terrible. 
When the time fixed for the 
attack came, our major said 
simply, 
'now boys, the general is counting on 
you.' 
Then he explained to us the ob- 
ject our attack had in view, ending with 
the caution 'and when you get there, 
not an inch furtherI' 


"We were given three days' rations 
and off we went. 
We accomplished the 
task set us an hour before the time 
fixed. I walked back to the ambulance 
and on the way met cooks carrying pails 
of hot soup andl stew to the newly won 
trenches.

Washington,

5.—High 
meat 
prices probably will continue indefi- 
nitely. 
This is the conclusion of the" 
department of agriculture as set forth 
in an exhaustive report on the situa- 
tion made public today. 


High meat prizes prevail throughout 
the world. 
One reason for this is the 
fact that production has failed to keep 
pace with the increase in population. 
Other contributory causes given are the 
increased cost of production and dimin- 
ished purchasing power of the money 
unit. 


An interesting feature of the situa- 
tion in the United States is that while 
the production of meat Is pn the in- 
crease it is not yet proportionate to the 
growth of population. 


While holding out little or no hope for 
a lowering of meat prices In the near 
future, the report says that there prob- 
ably will be a gradual growth and ex- 
pansion in the world's 
production of 
beef, mutton and pork which may or 
may not equal the rate of increase of 
the' meat-eating population. 


The available supply of meat in this 
country would be much greater, the re- 
port says, were it not for the enormous 
losses caused by disease and exposure. 
In the past sixteen years it Is estimated 
that about 1,475,000 cattle have died 
annually 
from disease anrt 
approxi- 
mately a million and a half from ex- 
posure. In 1914 at least seven million 
hogs died of cholera. 


The report points out tTiat the Uni- 
ted States still is not only the greatest 
meat-eating nation but the greatest pro- 
ducer. Approximately twice as much is 
consumed as in Germany bet-ore the war 
and the total consumption in Russia, 
Great Britain and France is less than ' 
in Germany. 
The per capita consunui- i 
tion in the United States aiso is far th<» i 
greatest except in Australia and New- 
Zealand.

Lo3 Angeles, Cal., July 5.—One of the 
baffling mysteries of the Pacific—the 
history of a 
vanished 
race—may be 
so'ived this summer. 
An «xpedition is 
j being fitted out here for that purpose. 
The mystery zone is on the Channel Is- 
lands, off the coast of southern Cali- 
fornia. and along the coast line where 
there are many evidences of an earlier 
i j-eople. 
1 
De Moss Bowers, famous archeologist, 
! and Milton Carlson, expert on hiero- 
' glyptics, are now making arrangements 
:or the exploration trip. 


Bowers has spent forty years in col- 
lecting data on this vanished race. 
He 
ha& discovered many hieroglyphics in 
obscure caves along the Pacific coast 
line. He hopes, by finding a key to 
these symbols, to imcover much inter- 
esting knowledge of the race and per- 
haps its entire history. 


Carlson has become interested in this 
angle of the expedition and will make 
a strenuous 
attempt 
to 
decipher the 
hieroglyphics. 


After exploring the coast line, Bow- 
ers and Carlson, with their party, will 
go from Santa Barbara to the Channel 
Islands on the yacht Sea Wolf, owned 
by Capt. Ira Eaton. 
A careful study 
will be made of the traces of the rare 
in an attempt to discover its origin and 
end. 


"The people who lived on the Chan- 
nel Islands were undoubtedly Indians," 
says Bowers, "but they 
differed from 
other Indians on this continent. I have 
spent 40 years investiating these strange 
folk, but as yet their origin is a mys- 
tery and what became of them la equal- 
ly baffling. 


"I have made a dozen trips to the 
Channel Islands, staying several months 
at a time. 
I began these explorations 
as a boy, acting as my father's assist- 
ant. 
We investigated these once in- 
habited place? for the Smithsonian in- 
stitute, discovering many relics and ex- 
huming 7,000 skeletons. 
We also dis- 
covered traces of 200 villages. 
Some 
of these were found on the mainland. 
On the island of San Nicolas I foi^nd re- 
mains of fossil elephants, 
indicating 
that at one time these islands were a 
portion of the continent." 


Bowens has concluded from his study 
that the inhabitants lived entirely on.

Applying the measure of actual results as the acid test, no move- 
ment toward safety first has shown so striking and impressive re- 
turns as has the crusade for the safe and sane Fourth of July. Com- 
pilations by the Chicago Tribune, which has been for years a leader 
in this movement, showed up to midnight of the national holiday a 
total of eight deaths and 190 cases of injury over the entire country 
as a result of the expression of patriotism on Independence day this 
year. A year ago the final record was 19 persons killed and 903 in- 
jured. 


It is hardly probable, of course, that the midnight compilations 
on the Fourth are complete. There will doubtless be additions both as 
to deaths and to accidents, but the total of neither fatality or serious 
injury is likely to largely exceed the figures given. 
When it is re- 
called that in former years the average of deaths in-Fourth of July 
accidents was wont to amount to scores of persons and the injuries to 
total thousands, we get a striking illustration of good results achiev- 
ed by the injection of a little sanity into our patriotic fervor. The re- 
sults, too, are localized, for there is not a city, a townor a community 
in America where its effect is not seen in the absence of maimed and 
burned and blinded folk after the holiday enthusiasm has spent it- 
self. Hardly a community today will permit the sale of those forms 
of explosives which formerly wrought the greater part of the dam-

Delta lake and the lagoons at Lake- 
side park are to be filled with water 
at once, as the result of a plan.arranged 
by Mayor Hosey.

•work of fixing a water system for the 
park Thursday.

the lake and lagoons filled with water 
by the first of next week. 


Th'e~ only two water mains running 
into, the park 
district 
are over the 
State street bridge and over the Ten- 
nessee bridge over the St. Joseph river. 
Water therefore stands in the pipes in 
the water systems unless hydrants are 
In constant use. The mayor plans to 
serve two functions by flushing the two 
xvater systems and at the same time fill 
the lake's lagoons, which are now vir- 
tually empty and stagnant. 


Two "blow outs" will be placed in 
the pipe lines, one on Vermont avenue 
at "Alabama avenue, and the other on 
Crescent avenue, 
south 
of Columbia 
evenue. 
Work will require two days 
!A pipe from the main will extend to < • 
banks of the lake. 


When the "blow outs" are opened two 
million gallons of water a day will flow 
into the lake system. 
The ponds and 
lakes will be raised to a water depth of 
tweve feet in two days. 
This will be 
sufficient depth for boating and will re- 
move stagnation.

Indiana's Share is Rather 
Small by Comparison 
With Others. 


Washington, 
July 
5.—Four 
states. 
New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois and 
Massachusetts, paid more than S85,000,- 
000 of the $124,867,429 in income taxes 
turned into the national treasury during 
the fiscal year 1916, which ended June 
30. A table issued yesterday by Sec- 
retary McAdoo of payments of internal 
revenue districts shows that New York 
alone paid $55,230,679, and that the 
greatest percentage of increase which 
raised the total from the $80,000,000 
collected last year came from the four 
states headed by New York. 


Personal Taxes Grow. 


The total corporation tax from the 
six New York districts was $14,944,075 
and the personal tax was $30,286,604. 
Now York's total corporation tax last 
year was $10,221,206 and its tax on in- 
dividual income was $17,417,537. 


Pennsylvania contributed the second 
largest toU, $13,102,434, of which $6,790,- 
230 was corporation tax and $6,312,204 
was individual, as compared with $4,- 
725,139 and $4,642,557 for the previous 
^rear. 
Illinois was third, with $5,579,- 
152 and $5,166,679, a total of $10,745,- 
S41. A year ago Illinois paid $2,983,- 
527 and $2,670,630. 
Massachusetts' tax 
this year was ^,762,017, ot wliich $2,- 
668,144 was corporation Income tax ann 
$4,193,873 was personal, as compared 
with $1,853,057 and $2,653,084 a year 
ago. 


Other Million Distncts. 


Seven other districts paid well over 
$1,000,000 each into the rund. Ohio paid 
$0,043,935, of which $3,647,656 was cor- 
poration tax. California and Nevada, 
comprising one district, paid $1,937,805 
corporation and $1,493,389 individual;

183 and $2,132,866; Maryland, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Delaware and two 
counties of Virginia, $1,787,680 and $2,- 
741,761; Indiana, $814,207 and $410,319: 
Michigan, $2,$25,472 and $1,875,744; Mis- 
souri, $1,583,235 and $1,206,727, and New 
Jersey, $2,928,299 and $1,537,733.

duced another wizard with the racquet— 
Willis E. Davis, whose dynamic style of 
play has made him monarch of all he 
surveys on America's clay courts. 


A little stranger to the spotlight of 
tennisdom prior to last spring, the lanky 
native son wno represents the University 
of Pennsylvania when pastiming at the 
net, has literally hammered his way to 
the front and i y trouncing Conrad Doyle, 
Washington, D. C.. in the national classic 
at Cleveland, annexed the title which R. 
Norris Williams failed to defend. 


Playing in-and-out tennis in the earlier 
rounds, Davis fought to the finals, favored 
by the gallery because of his dazzling 
tactics. 
His every move smacked of the 
spectacular. 
Some likened him to the 
Ty Cobb of the courts, so fiery was the 
Californian's driving. 


There were those in the stands, how- 
e%'er, who strung with Doyle, who played 
cool, calculating and conservative tennis 
and who upset the dope when he elimin- 
ated George Church. 


The spirit of chivalry really proved 
fatal in Doyle's case and many say he 
lost to Davis in the championship round 
because he had exhausted himself in a 
mixed doubles match staged prior to the 
big event. 
The title passed to Davis, 
6-2, 7-5, and immediately after winning 
he hastened to Buffalo to engage in an- 
ither championship melee. 


Wearing a grin throughout his matches 
Davis is the coolest proposition we have 
seen on the courts in many moons. At 
times his drives traveled with such veloc- 
ity as to almo.jt knock the racquet out of 
Doyle's hand as Davis stood inside the 
line sloughing the ball to all angles. 


Davis played throughout the tourney 
with a sunbonnet, but the sun nearly got 
his goat in the title series and after 
Doyle had won the first three games of 
the second set the coast wizard excused 
himself and returned with a duck bon- 
net of uncertain cleanliness.

El Paso, Tex., July 5.~While the na- 
tional guard organizations being mot)!!- 
ized on the American side of the border 
are being recruited, drilled and equipped 
t o bring them to the highest possible 
point of efficiency, the Mexican de facto 
government is taking similar steps witri 
volunteer troops concentrated in some 
of the larger cities of northern Mexico, 
according to Mexican rei>orts here to- 
day. 


These reports indicate that large com- 
mands of volunteers have been mobil- 
ized a t Chihuahua City, Jiminez, Paral, 
Kosario, 
Torreon 
and 
Durango 
City, 
and are being drilled daily, while Car- 
ranzista recruiting agents in those dis- 
tricts have never slackened the activi- 
ties begun several weeks ago.

Bowers has spent forty years in col- 


lecting data on this vanished race. He 
has discovered many hieroglyphics in 
obscure eaves along the Pacific coast 
line. He hopes, by finding a key to 
these symbols, to uncover much inter- 
esting knowledge of the race and per- 
haps its entire history. 


Carlson has become interested in this 


angle of the expedition and will make 
a strenuous attempt to decipher tho 
hieroglyphics. 


After exploring the coast line, Bow- 


ers and Carlson, with their party, will 
go from Santa Barbara to the Channel 
Islands on the yacht Sea Wulf, owned 
by Capt. Ira Eaton. 
A careful study 


will be made of the traces of the race 
in an attempt to discover its origin and 
end. 


"The people who lived on the Chan- 


nel Islands were undoubtedly Indians," 
says Bowers, "but they 
differed from 


other Indians on this continent. I have 
spent 40 years investiating these strange 
folk, but as 3ret their origin is a mys- 
tery and what became of them is equal- 
ly baffling. 


"I have made a dozen trips to the 
'hannel Islands, staying several months 
at a time. I began these explorations 
as a hoy, actinjr as my father's assist- 
ant. 
We investigated these once in- 


habited places, for the Smithsonian in 
stitute, discovering many relics and ex- 
huming 7,000 skeletons. 
We also dis- 


covered traces of 200 villages. 
Some 


of theee were found on the mainland 
On the island of San Xicolas I found re- 
mains of fossil elephants, indicating 
that, at one time these islands were a 
portion of the continent."

managers with a view to capturing the 
bull moose and suffrage vote! 


President Wilson has chosen Vance 


McCormick, of Harris burg, Pa., nnd 
Charules E. Hughes lias picked William 
li. Willcox, of New York. 


'The democratic manager is likely to 


prove more satisfactory to the progres- 
sives 
than 
the 
republican raanugor. 


AVillcox might be described as neutral, 
while McCormick was at various times 
actively engaged in the progressive cam- 
paigns in Pennsylvania. 


In the choice of Willcox, Hughes has 


tried to please Col. Roosevelt, while not 
giving offense to W. Murray Crane, Tim 
Hemmenway, Boies Penrose and other 
able seamen who put over his nonv 
nation. 


Willcox has kept aloof from politic* 


since 1910'and therefore has not taken 
sides with the progressives or the re- 
actionary winjr of the party. 


In 1905 Col. Roosevelt appointed him 


postmaster of Kcw York city and when 
Hughes was governor he appointed him 


chairman of iV public service commis- 
sion. He is a neighbor of Col. Roosevelt 
ut Oyster Bay. 
He is 53 and known 


to u number of New York politician,., 
but a stranger to the rank and file of 
the progressive following. 


The record of McCormick contains 


genuine appeal to the progressives. So 
well satisfied were the Pennsylvania pro- 
gressives with McCormick two years ago 
they withdrew their candidate, William 
Draper Lewis, and the ticket was Mc- 
Cormick for governor, and GifTord Pin- 
chot for senator. The ticket won in the 
state, but was defeated in the big cities 
where'the Penrose machine controlled. 


At Yale McCormick was captain of 


the football team which was never 
scored ajfainst. 
He was graduated in 


1893. At 43 he weighs only five pounds 
more than when he captained the Yule 
team. 


McCormick learned the rudiments of 


politics as a member of the city coun- 
cil of Harrisburg. Then he was mayor. 
During his administration Hanisburg's 
streets were repaved, a new park sys- 
tem laid out, vice and crime were 
stamped out and the long era of vote- 
buying and grafting ended.
